Upon the recommendation of 
the architect, Stephens then 
made a motion followed by a 
second from commissioner 
Bernest Brooks to accept the 
low bid and award the contract 
to Anderson Builders of Dothan 
at $404,735. 

Coffee County Revenue 
Commissioner Ronnie Burns 
was next on the agenda to 
address the commission, and he 
presented the tax settlement 
report for approval. 

Burns said the overall collec- 
tions for the county were 13 
percent higher in 2002 as com- 
pared to 2001, He said the total

Everett praises passage of 2004 defense authorization bill 


The U.S. House of 
Representatives has passed the 
$400 billion 2004 Defense 


Authorization Act (HR 1588) 
that includes $1.3 billion in 
defense spending impacting 
Southeast Alabama, 


Congressman Terry Everett, R- 
Rehobeth, announced last week. 


Everett, chairman of the 
House Armed Services 
Subcommittee on Strategic 


Forces, secured $342 million in 
additional funding for Southeast 
Alabama defense programs, 
including training and testing at 
Fort Rucker, new construction 
al Maxwell-Gunter, new 
Blackhawk helicopter produc- 
tion at Tallassee, and testing of a 
new anti-missile system to be 
partially produced at Pike 
County's Lockheed Martin. 

“As Fort Rucker is set to 
begin Flight School XXI for 
Army aviators, | was pleased to 
secure $148 million in addition- 
al funds to ensure the training 
program has the resources to 
adequately prepare our future 
Army helicopter pilots,” Everett 
said. “While I supported the 
Administration's original 
request for $500 million for 
flight training, it is clear that 
student backlogs and the need to 
expand flight experience. in 
combat aircraft has created the 
need for increased funding,” 
Everett continued. “Of course,
